WASHINGTON—A gentleman of 


Montgomery. Ala., has formu- 


lated a plan for world peace and 
submitted It to one of our most 
distinguished senators. The plan 
has novelty, to say the least. The 
Montgomery gent worked on it for 
four months and it cannot be bet- 
ter described, than in his own 
words, as addressed to the sena- 
tor"I would like to give you my 
plan, which I think wtU keep the 
United States at peace with the 
rest of the nations, a thing not yet 
possible." writes the gentleman. 


"My plan is this, taking Great 


Britain and the United States as 
examples. 
First. Great Britain is 


to choose 200 of our best citizens 
of the United States, about four 
from each state. 
These persons 


are to live in England. The Unit- 
ed States government U to pay 
each a salary ef $15.000 annually, 
a total expense of $3.000.000. a 
small amount compared with the 
cost of a battleship. 


"Now 
if war is declared or com- 


menced by either 'party, then 10 
per cent of the United States rep- 
resentatives. 20 men. and 10 per 


cent of the British representatives. 
20 men. are immediately executed. 
These men are to be chosen by 
means of lot. If war should con- 
tinue .30 more days. 20 per cent 
of the remainder are to be put to 
death by both parties. This may 
seem hard, but think of Hie lives 
lost .in the World War 
• 


"This plan could also he made 


with other strong nations, .such as 
France. Italy. Germany and may- 
be Japan. 


"Now do you think that the citi- 


zens of the United States would 
permit barring- Billy Sunday. Al 
Smith. McAdoo or Taft executed? 
Well you bet they wouldn't. Well 
if we declared war 10 per cent of 
the 200 men, with characters 
equal to the four men mentioned 
above, would be executed 
Would 


the citizens of the United States 
stand for it? 
Of course they 


wouldn't. 


"There would be but one way 


to stop the death of these men, 
and that is not to declare war. but 
to have peace."

Jllle. Thimonc de la Chaume plays 


her wooden clubs with the same ease 
and similar swing of Glenna Collett, 
our former golf champion, but Glen- 
na's wood shots have more "punch" 
and more -distance. While Simonc 
has a long carry 
and is 
very 


straight, the protectory of her drive 
is a high are and the ball has very 
little run. She is however one of the 
rare athletes who senses and applies 
the principle of maximum length 
with minimum effort and proves be- 
yond a -doubt that it is not "pounds 
of beef" which get results in golf. 


Mile, de la Chaume's iron play is 


the best part of her game. She plays 
them firmly with splendid 
control 


and her pitch to the pin carries a 
preat deal of back spin.

love for the game as a game. 


Sinione started to play golf when 


she was ten years old and went into 
her first tournament when she was 
fourteen.

Two cats have won honored pla- 


ces in any story of Charles A. Lind- 
bergh's career. 


The first was a pedigreed Angora, 


aristocrat of the feline family. Lind-

The second was a kitten of un- 


known antecedents, lie treated 
it 


with sncli voiisideratioi] that be lias 
won I'ciinmendation of humane so- 
cieties and animal lovers the coun- 
try over. 


In addition to these two

which now have gained such (great 
fame, dogs, horses and animals of 
every kind have had their places in 
Lindbergh's life, i'or he is

One- of the earliest anecdotes of 


Lindbergh was told originally 
as 


illustrative of his early development 
of the experimental urge.

He was then aged 
six and the I'aniily was living in the 
upper flat of a ''two family house" 
hi Minneapolis. 


The folks downstairs had a val- 


uable Angora. Charlie appraised 
it 


and decided that it would be a good 
bit of material for an experiment to 
determine the truth of the stories of 
cats always landing on their feet, 
lie captured the animal, took it up- 
stairs and dropped it from a win- 
dow. 


"H did land on its feet," he ex- 


plained to his mother, when 
she 


scolded him for the experiment. 


The other cat was the one which 


adopted Lindbergh at Curtiss Field, 
Lonw Island. New York, while he 
was preparing to make his trans-At- 
lantic flight. He proved that his boy- 
bood love of animals was still wilh 
him.

Lindbergh's father was always a 


great admirer of Theodore

velt and he told his son stories of 
Roosevelt's campaign in Cuba and 
of the Rough Riders. 
Soon Charlie 


decided that he was a Rough Rider. 
He added a horse to his list of ani- 
mal friends and there followed 
a 


year of two of extreme anxiety 
on 


the part of his mother 
as almost 


daily she saw her son riding wildly 
through the country, alternating be- 
tween the characters of a rough rid- 
er and a cowboy.

During all this time he continued 


his interest in machinery and was 
follow-in^ closely the development of 
the airplane. He became a motorcy- 
cle enthusiast later but finally dis- 
mantled his motorcycle to apply the 
engine on a home-made ice boat in 
which he rode the ice of Lake Men- 
dota. The ice boat came to grief in 
a colission, but after a couple of 
weeks it was in 
commission once 


more, repaired through the resource- 
fulness of its youthful builder. 


He learned fo drive an automobile 


and his friends say that he is 
as 


skillful behind the wheel of a motor 
car as he is with an airplane. 


With the family being forced 
to 


divide its time between Washington 
and Little Falls, Charles had 
his 


difficulties in the matter of his early 
schooling. He attended school part 
of the time in Washington, then, in

He began the study of me- 
chanical enginering, but college was 
not to Lindbergh's liking. He felt he 
was not learning there the things he 
wanted to know. He stood well in 
mathematics and he was an eager 
experimenter in the laboratories. 
But it developed that his interest in 
experiments was gone when he com- 
pleted the laboratory work. He dis- 
liked writing up his notes and he was 
continually behind. His -main inter- 
est in college was in the pistol shoot- 
ing competitions. 


He took only a small part in col- 


lege life, preferring 'to be by him- 
self and to follow his own dictates. 
Finally he gave up college in 1921, 
without completing his course, and 
soon thereafter began his amazing 
career as an aviator.
